Gandhi’s Light Spreads 

There is usually a pause, a period 
of silent adjustment in the world’s 
thought after the passing of a great 
man — with the great man’s name 
seemingly in eclipse. With the 
death of Gandhi, this has happen- 
ed. But now the world is gradually 
regaining its perspective, bringing 
back the realization that, with 
Gandhi’s death, his work, his think- 
ing did not die and will not even 
diminish. Many are beginning to 
pick up again the severed cords of 
work and thought which his sud- 
den death had broken. For exam- 
ple, the recent anniversary of 
Gandhi’s death was marked by an 
international gathering at Perugia, 
Italy, attended by delegates from 
America, Europe and Asia with the 
aim of working out plans for ex- 
tending his principles of non-vio- 
lence. This organization is headed 
by Prof. Aldo Capitini of Perugia 
who was imprisoned under fascism 
for advocating non-violence, and 
Passive resistance. 


TV Censorship 

A Roman Catholic Archbishop, 
John Gregory Murray, has spoken 
out against the intellectual and 
moral dangers which television 
brings into the home. The Arch- 
bishop urged that the Legion of 
Decency, the Catholic bishops’ 
board of censorship for the movies, 
extend its activities to the televi- 
sion field. Children who are watch- 
ing the television, continued the 
Archbishop, are showing signs of 
“great nervousness and inability to 
concentrate in the classroom”. The 
Archbishop charged parents with 
the obligation to supervise what 
the children see on TV to “safe- 
guard their health and morals”. 
The Catholic leader also indicated 
that the TV officials themselves 
must assume more responsibility. 

Protestant and Catholic laymen 
alike will be grateful for the Arch- 
bishop’s courageous warning.

ETWEEN THE LINES is not an economic forecast service with tips 

for the stock market, etc. (You can get such services for $25 to $100 
a year!) But we do try to keep our readers prepared for new economic 
trends so that they may not be caught short on any new financial devel- 
opment. In fact, we have received letters from business men saying that 
for $1.50 a year they receive more solid economic reporting and fore- 
casting in Between The Lines, though greatly condensed, than from the 
comprehensive and very expensive Wall St. forecast services. We deserve 
no credit for this, for we watch the leading economic forecasts and sim- 
ply pass on to our readers the cream of such reports, plus other vital as- 
pects of the economic scene which are considered taboo in many financial 
circles. We do this because we believe that economic trends are insepar- 
able from spiritual trends, from man’s fear of war, his hunger for peace, 
his undulating hatreds, his dreams of brotherhood. 


OME ECONOMISTS ARE AGAIN WARNING that a serious de- 

flation or depression is brewing. A few investors are frightened; in- 
dustrialists are hedging here and there, fearful of further and more dras- 
tic price drops. Underlying all this is the realization that our industrial 
production has been so greatly expanded by military demands that no 
peace-time economy now visualized can employ all of it. If military 
spending dwindles, there will be idle plants, idle men everywhere. This 
fear is vividly evident in Wall St. market fluctuations. When headlines 
speak of increased threats of war, steel, copper, chemical, railroad, plane 
and oil stocks start climbing; if war talk dwindles, the stock market goes 
down. In January and February of this year, Russia was quiet, the Ko- 
rean war frozen by weather and Communist peace-talk intrigue — and 
the market sagged. Then mid-March saw increased action in Korea and 
a rise of Communist belligerency — and the stock market went up again. 
Business men themselves do not like this; it’s like alcoholism — one may 
hate it but still need the stuff to keep going. 


REAL DEPRESSION? Most unlikely — in spite of the warnings. 

American life has changed too much since the 1930’s. Unemploy- 
ment may climb to 6 million (about 2 million are unemployed now), but 
6 million is a small per cent of the gainfully employed, and there is the 
cushion of unemployment insurance. In 1929 people were investing 
money almost entirely in stocks and bonds, and when prices on these 
paper properties plunged, they lost their paper profits. It wasn’t real — 
neither the profits nor the losses — until the losses on paper created hy- 
steria and fear, and people quit buying and factories quit producing and 
employing. People went hungry with food all around, were homeless with 
houses standing empty, were cold and ragged with warm clothing stacked 
in warehouses. 

But few are absorbed with stocks and bonds now — the vast ma- 
jority just want good homes, cars, television sets, pensions or old age in- 
surance. It is unfortunate, but the general population does not trust 
money or stocks much any more. Thus with population booming. people 
are going to keep on buying, irrespective of market fluctuations. And 
with the new mood men will never stand around in breadlines or rake 
leaves for sour beans or stale bread, while food rots in warehouses; 
they’ll never huddle in relief centers while houses stand empty, or shiver 
in the wind with warm clothes stacked up in factory shipping rooms —

The double standard of morality 
now existing in the national polit- 
ical scene is revealed by the dis- 
covery that one of the members of 
the Senate Internal Security Com- 
mittee, which is trying to prove 
that the Institute of Pacific Rela- 
tions has been Communist-domin- 
ated, has himself been a member 
of the IPR! Senator Homer Fergu- 
son, Republican of Michigan, has 
been one of the loudest voices in 
excoriating the IPR and others, 
like Owen Lattimore, for belong- 
ing to the Institute. But hard-boil- 
ed newsmen have pried the admis- 
sion out of Sen. Ferguson that he 
has not only been a member of the 
IPR, but, according to his listing 
in Who’s Who, continued to con- 
sider it among his distinguished 
connections as late as 1950-51. 

Over and again in the last few 
years the same cheap and coward- 
ly tactics have been used in accus- 
ing political opponents of belong- 
ing to organizations revealed to 
have been Communist-dominated, 
when other respected names, and 
sometimes the accusers themselves, 
could be found listed on the ros- 
ters of the same organizations. Dur- 
ing World War II, when Russia 
and the Communists were our 
fighting allies, it was very respect- 
able and patriotic to belong to 
many organizations that were help- 
ing our comrades-at-arms, organi- 
zations which are now considered 
subversive. 

Sen. McCarran, chairman of Sen. 
Ferguson’s committee, has also 
demonstrated his unusual concepts 
of truth and justice. He has on sev- 
eral occasions accepted with much 
courtesy the testimony of Louis Bu- 
denz, former Communist ring lead- 
er who is now a much publicized 
Roman Catholic professor, but the 
senator refuses to permit equal op- 
portunity for testimony by noted 


newsmen who are prepared to prove

that Budenz has been an untrust- 
worthy witness on several recent oc- 
casions. Sen. McCarran extends ev- 
ery courtesy to a former traitor, 
who has returned to the Catholic 
fold, but he has been reluctant to 
extend an equally fair or just hear- 
ing to reputable and authoritative 
writers who never joined the Com- 
munist Party, never betrayed their 
country and who are prepared to 
defend the character of men unjust- 
ly smeared and to demonstrate that 
Budenz is a perjurer. (See N. Y. 
Herald Tribune or Washington 
Post, Oct. 15, 19, 21) Although Sen. 
McCarran is a Catholic, this is not 
a religious issue, for the most scath- 
ing denunciation of Budenz was 
made by Roman Catholic Sen. Cha- 
vez of New Mexico who charged 
on the floor of the Senate that Bu- 
denz was using the church as a 
propaganda weapon. 

THIS BRINGS UP THE QUES. 
TION as to what real and actual 
association with the Communists 
has been maintained in the past by 
such controversial figures as Prof. 
Owen Lattimore, diplomat John W. 
Service and others. During the 
dark days of the worldwide de- 
pression which followed World 
War I, and especially at the time 
the Nazi and Fascist regimes were 
rising to pinnacles of power, many 
bright young Americans, some 
from families of wealth, became 
convinced that the Russian Revo- 
lution was the most significant and 
meaningful movement on the world 
horizon. And most historians then 
agreed with them — and still do— 
that the Bolshevik revolution was 
a natural result of centuries of 
Czarist tyranny and would signal- 
ize a whole pattern of worldwide 
upheavals. It was in this way that 
such unstable characters as Whit- 


taker Chambers and Alger Hiss 
went all out in support of the 
“new revolution”, believing that 


later events would justify and ren- 
der plausible their actions. 

But such men as Owen Latti- 
more and John Service, who plan- 
ned to devote their careers to the 
study of Oriental affairs, also soon

waiting for a profit system to adjust itself to a change in the business cy- 
cle. This does not mean that people are rejecting the profit system. They 
like it, want to keep it — but money is no longer king. The scale of values 
has changed, for better or worse — human need is now paramount. The 
profit system will have to adjust itself to this fact to survive, and we be- 
lieve it can do so and survive most abundantly. 

“IT CAN’T BE DONE” some cry. It can be done. If we believe 
in the supremacy of human values, it will be done, and this does not need 
to mean a denial of the profit system. 

HERE IS THE CHOICE in sharp outline: If a slump should be- 
gin and unemployment should rise above a manageable 6 million — to 
an unmanageable 12 or 15 or even 18 million unemployed, which would 
be in proportion to the 10 and 12 million out of work in the 1930's, 
you'll not see such a condition prevail long. In a whirlwind of political 
and economic upheaval, we will land in the middle of a state-controlled 
economy, as has much of the world already. That’s what we'll get in- 
stead of a protracted depression. Men have seen our economy arise out 
of a 10-year depression and produce abundantly under the compulsion 
of war. If our people start getting hungry, they will demand that it be 
done again — under the compulsion of peace . . . and human need. 

THE GREAT ALTERNATIVE: The profit system, if it is re- 
vitalized by the Christian spirit to meet modern need, still offers man the 
greatest, most fruitful and inspired opportunity for an abundant life. 
There is no reason why we cannot use our full production capacity in 
peace time. What is required is some assurance of purchasing power by 
the people. Much of our population is still under-housed, under-clothed, 
under-fed. If that portion of top business leadership that is still dragging 
its weight will wake up and have the courage to meet the demand for 
higher wages and greater worker security, to provide pensions and annual 
wage guarantees, so that men will not fear the future and thus will feel 
free to spend — we will not move into a depresssion cycle but into an- 
other miracle age of expanding economy. 

IT IS ILLITERATE, IN TERMS OF THE POLITICAL AND 
ECONOMIC SCIENCES, TO LABEL AS “SOCIALISTIC” SUCH A 
CONSTRUCTIVE REJUVENATION OF CAPITALISM. All the forms 
of socialism center in state controls. What we urge restores the initiative 
and control into the hands of the individual— with management and 
labor cooperating together — and away from state centralized control. 

There are communities where enlightened Christian business 
leadership has already created this new experience of revitalized capital- 
ism, where little or no talk of depression is heard. There are small busi- 
nesses that are facing the future without fear because employer and em- 
ployee are welded together in a spirit of shared responsibility and eager- 
ness to serve each other and the world around them. 

LECTION CAMPAIGN TRENDS reflect the same problems that 

exist in the economic field. Sen. Taft is capable and sincere, but he 
has accepted the support of the most determined, last-ditch reactionary 
groups who also label as “socialistic” all progressive moves such as slum 
clearance (National Real Estate Boards), pension for workers and mini- 
mum wage laws (steel, railroad, coal, etc.), development of cheap and 
abundant electrical power (private utility corporations). They have felt 
that if Taft could be put over, these trends could be stopped. A big pro- 
portion of press and radio, controlled by old guard wealth, has been 
whooping it up for Taft, trying to make the well-off farmers, little busi- 
ness men and professional people feel that their interests also were in- 
volved. It’s the Dewey campaign all over again. Only, having been burnt 
with Dewey, it isn’t taking much to cause doubt about Taft’s vote strength. 

If Taft continues to show loss of strength, there'll be a big be- 
hind-the-scenes effort to swing Gen. MacArthur in to replace Taft by “a 
popular wave” of public demand. The pro-MacArthur voices in press and 
radio continue to falsify the popular appeal of MacArthur. They tell of 
the throngs at the parades where the general appears — they seldom let 
MacArthur appear without a parade — but the same voices are silent 
about the comparatively small crowds that are often on hand when Mac- 
Arthur speaks. The general is an able devoted American but he does not 
possess the sweeping popularity we are led to believe. Ask the Marine 
Corp or the Navy. 

If MacArthur can’t be put over, the upper bracket business inter- 
which are the manipulators of the old guard GOP, will quickly settle 
Gen. Eisenhower, to escape the danger of getting Gov. Warren whom 
really fear because of his political experience, ability, his vote-win- 
ning personality and, above all, his outstanding liberalism. They’ll settle 
for Eisenhower despite the fact that the more vociferous MacArthurites 
have never ceased to snipe at Ike, fearing his political potential. 

On the Democratic side, the anti-Truman conservatives, centered 

around Sen. Byrd of Virginia and similar old plantation bosses, are par-

democratic West? It was discover- 


ed that the Communist program of 
race equality and denunciation of 
imperialism was a keystone of the 
Marxist approach to the East. The 
Institute of Pacific Relations, pro- 
moted by many of America’s lead- 
ing scholars in Oriental affairs, 
especially studied with sympathetic 
interest this Communist trend in 
Asia, — not to offer Marxism any 
form of endorsement, but simply 
to enable the American mind to 
evaluate the nature of the Marxist 
appeal to the life and leadership of 
the Far East. This was felt neces- 
sary that the Western world might 
adjust itself to this challenge and, 
moreover, meet that challenge with 
a more comprehensive approach 
on our own part — an aim and ob- 
jective still to be held honorable 
and valuable by any unprejudiced 
mind, especially in view of our 
present debacle in the Far East. 

Thus men like Owen Lattimore, 
John Service and others wrote and 
spoke with frankness in appraising 
the natural response of young Ori- 
ental minds to the Communist ap- 
peal, Oriental minds, embittered 
by Western imperialism and its ra- 
cial attitudes. A whole school of 
diplomacy then developed within 
our State Dept., which followed the 
same lead — that we would never 
be able to compete with Russia’s 
overtures unless there was a thor- 
ough-going reformation of our own 
attitudes towards the Oriental mind 
and Oriental affairs. These men be- 
lieved, and with considerable his- 
torical justification, that we could 
not oppose what communism had 
to offer Asia without opposing the 
Asiatics themselves. 

Therefore, under the present po- 
litical conditions, anything that Mr. 
Lattimore or others like him wrote, 
which endeavored to explain the 
reasons for the Communist appeal 
to the Oriental mind, can now be 
taken out of context and present- 
ed as “a sympathetic view of com- 
munism in Asia.” 

These young Oriental specialists 
of 10 or 20 years ago got them- 
selves into exposed positions in 
terms of the present state of affairs 
by also developing and maintaining 
close contacts with Soviet policy- 
makers wherever they could be- 
cause of the important relation- 
ships such officials had with trends 
in Asia. These young Americans, 
as we have implied above, also be- 
lieved Russian Communist leader- 
ship would have an_ increasingly 
significant part in world develop- 
ments and, believing the Commun- 
ists’ brutalities would diminish 
with time, they felt that any such 
contacts and associations with Rus- 
sian Red officials would prove use- 
ful in the future when Communist 
revolutionary violence had faded.

not fade; American leadership did 
not gain a sufficient understanding 
of communism’s appeal to Asia to 
save our interests there; our official 
policies, half subservient to old 
line imperialism, half in sympathy 
with Oriental aspirations, fell in 
the middle — with Russia benefit- 
ting by our failures. 

And since the once brilliant 
young Oriental specialists are now 
middle-aged accoutrements of a 
discredited 20-year Administration 
Asiatic policy which failed because 
all American leadership of both 
political parties failed in our rela- 
tionships with Asia, they are made 
the goats of sacrifice on political 
altars by politicians who couldn’t 
give the names of the most recent 
Chinese dynasties or quote any- 
thing from the Communist mani- 
festo if their lives depended on it. 
As in the case of Sen. Ferguson. 
when it was “the thing to do”, 
some of these politicians them- 
selves became members of societies 
“to help our Russian allies” or “to 
understand our Oriental neighbors” 
— but they keep it quiet. 

We have a suspicion that Owen 
Lattimore et al let their enthusi- 
asm carry them too far—as youth 
often does — during the days when 
there were long bread lines in the 
U. S. and the Russian Revolution 
was the bright new light on the 
horizon. But even such unfortun- 
ate young men, grown to a suffer- 
ing middle age, will have the rec- 
ord that they stood for something, 
which history will always recog- 
nize as being more noteworthy 
than the record of those politicians 
who only stand for a grasping for 
headlines and a few passing votes. 

WHERE BTL STANDS: The 
question is often asked us, how does 
Between The Lines escape the 
smear attacks and the attempts to 
plaster the Communist label on all 
who do not “toe the line’? The 
answer is very simple: The editor 
of Between The Lines saw the Rus- 
sian Revolution when it was still 
raw and violent, saw its first bloody 
overtures in China and, being con- 
vinced by spiritual inheritance, 
even at that time, that good can- 
not come out of evil, that peace 
cannot be bred of violence, that 
brotherhood cannot come out of 
class hatred, we never would — 
during war or peace — join any- 
thing remotely connected’ with 
communism here or abroad. In 
fact, during World War II certain 
officials tried to shush us up as be- 
ing “unpatriotic” for warning that, 
although Russia was our ally, com- 
munism had not changed and would 
still be our undoing and ruin the 
Churchillian-Standard-Shell oil im- 
perialism to which much of our 
economy is strongly tied. 








METHODS OF INFLUENCE 








When mankind is caught in the convulsions of social, political 
and economic upheaval, we feel there are times when armed interven- 
tion is justifiahie. But we are often disappointed in the results of our 
intervention because we have not yet realized that these modern trag- 


edies are more than physical. The upheavals primarily come from 
men’s spiritual and moral failure, and armed intervention offers little 
to meet such need unless it is accompanied by a spirit of interces- 
sion. To intercede with persuasive logic, compassionate love and 
understanding, physical healing, gives moral and spiritual purpose to 
physical strensiti, Physicai power without it is worse than futile. 
Even intercesscry prayer does not mean that we just pray, — we pray 
and then we do all we can to he!p the prayers to be answered.

NDERNEATH THE ENTIRE POLITICAL SCENE —and most 
important of all — is a dynamic swing of leading business interests 
towards a military alliance — motivated by the lurking fear that the days 
of the old tin 2 alliances between business and politics are permanently 
over. Financia: houses dominating big steel, big railroads, chemicals, etc., 
fear that their only hope of keeping industrial control in their hands is 
by working with the military. Here are points of evidence: (1). Anyone 
who is familiar with upper levels of management knows that top busi- 
ness and the high military brass are now in closest alliance. (2). We now 
have a giant defense program, which, for the first time in our history, is 
on a permanent peacetime basis that will require vast expenditures year 
after year. (3). This military-big-business alliance has already been so 
tight that labor has been able to get recognition in industrial defense 
planning only after a knock-down fight. (4). Big military planning IS big 
business, and big corporations have already gained great advantages by 
having their representatives, associated officially with the military, secure 
for the corporations an inside track to vital supplies, raw materials. Thou- 
sands of little businessmen are now protes‘ing that they can’t get tin, 
copper, etc. — while the giart corporations get what they need on war 
priorities, then through inside manipulations can use their 7 .iority sup- 
plies to strengthen their competitive position against other smaller con- 
cerns. Washington is ringing with such protests from smaller businesses 
that are being starved for materials and put under unfair competition. 
(5). Large business groups were almost all for Universal Military Train- 
ing, and backed the military to the hilt on this, for UMT was a step 
further in completing the pattern — and would have put the country un- 
der military domination with large industrial inierests closely allied in

Moving Forward 


PROFIT SHARING: The Sears 
Roebuck profit sharing employee 
pension fund now owns 24 per 
cent of Sears stock and is the com- 
pany’s largest single stockholder. 
The fund’s total assets are now 
$400 million of which only a lit- 
tle more than $63 million repre- 
sents deposits of members. Sears 
gives a fixed percentage of its prof- 
its which is credited to the em- 
ployee members on a length of 
service basis. Members deposit 5 
per cent of their salaries up on 
$250 maximum a year. 

CO-OP BONDS: A large Swed- 
ish cooperative has introduced a 
financial innovation which is hav- 
ing wide repercussions in this coun- 
try. The Swedish co-op has been 
selling 20-year, 3 per cent bonds, 
with premiums and repayments 
geared to the cost of living in 
Sweden, the payments to be scal- 
ed to the purchasing value of Swed- 
ish currency. American investors 
have been losing money because 
the value of bonds has not kept 
pace with inflation. Demands in 
this country for Government bonds 
in line with the Swedish system 
not only emphasize that “managed 
currency” is here to stay, but that 
to remain stable our financial sys- 
tem must adjust to human values. 

NEWSPRINT FROM SUGAR 
CANE: The long-standing news- 
print paper monopoly, maintained 
by a few giant Canadian wood pulp- 
paper corporations, with interlock- 
ing ownership in many instances 
traceable to large financial houses 
in New York, may now be broken 
by new developments in Puerto 
Rico. It has been found that news- 
print may be made from the sugar 
cane stalks after the syrup has been 
extracted, according to Worldover 
Press reports. The use of the cane 
pulp will not only eliminate large 
investments for forest upkeep and 
the depletion of woodlands by the 
utilization of resources now wasted 
in sugar manufacture, but the new 
process does not require sulphur 
which is now in short supply over 
the world. It is also claimed that 
cane pulp will make stronger and 
whiter newspapers. A factory is 
now being planned in Florida with 
other production centers under con- 
sideration. Newsprint is now $116. 
a ton, compared to $40. in 1934. 

INTER-RACIAL HOSPITALS: 
The first of a network of inter- 
racial hospitals has been announc- 
ed for Washington, D. C. The 
Washington unit will be a 200 
bed establishment, served by both 
Negro and white doctors and open 
to all races. It will be situated ad- 
jacent to Negro areas. Federal 
funds are expected to be made 
available for the project, supple- 
mented by gifts from Negro 
churches and other groups. 





Congress & Democracy 


Does Congress really seek to 
serve the will of the majority — or 
do politics and economic pressure 
come first? Here are some reveal- 
ing answers: 

(1). Congressional blocs have 
continuously fought statehood for 
Hawaii and Alaska, chiefly because 
the populations in the territories 
are not 100 per cent white Cauca- 
sian. Yet Gallup polls reveal that 
76 per cent of Americans favor 
statehood and only 8 per cent op- 
pose (with 16 per cent having no 
opinion). 

(2). Congress has made a tack- 
ling dummy of the Voice of Amer- 
ica — GOP spokesmen and _ anti- 
Truman Democrats holding it up 
for derision but refusing to appro- 
priate the funds needed and to 
promote ways to make the Voice 
an effective weapon against com- 
munism. Only a few congressmen 
have supported the Voice. But de- 
spite this, the public realized that 
the Voice has been successful, and 
73 per cent of the public believes 
the work of the Voice should be 
expanded, while only 11 per cent 
said “No”. 

(3). A public poll in 1949 re- 
vealed that only 23 per cent of the 
public disapproved of public pow- 
er developments, leaving 77 per 
cent in favor of such production 
and extension of cheap electrical 
power. Among editors and educa- 
tors, only 7 per cent disapproved 
of such projects as TVA. This does 
not mean that the public wants 
private utilities to be abolished in 
favor of public power — but rath- 
er that it recognizes cheap and 
abundant power as necessary and 
primary. Popular opinion seems to 
decree that private utilities might 
well share in such developments, 
but where private utilities fail to 
act, it is best for Government to 
step in, with private ownership co- 
operating. Yet with this over- 
whelming public sentiment, Con- 
gress often allows itself to be 
thwarted by a powerful bloc which 
serves the private utility investment 
interests and endeavors to block- 
ade development of cheap power. 

(4). The bitter battle arises again 
over the proposed St. Lawrence 
seaway project. This time propo- 
nents are a little more optimistic 
because public sentiment is now so 
strong in favor of the project. Pres- 
ident Truman, in a recent message 
to Congress, said the issue is no 
longer whether the seaway should 
be built, since Canada is deter- 
mined to go ahead, but whether 
the U. S. should participate in the 
construction and thereby benefit 
from its returns. Said Mr. Tru- 
man, “It is inconceivable to me, 


now that this project is on the eve

the vast expansion of military equipment for UMT. And you can be sure 
that they haven’t given up on the UMT issue. (6). Large corporations 
are making it a practice to provide lush executive jobs to generals and 
admirals upon retirement. Military men usually retire while comparative- 
ly young. That picture is not lost on junior officers coming up. 
OME PHASES of the American military policy have been turned 
seamy side out recently by two events: 

VOICE FROM SPAIN: Just as official announcements were made 
that the U. S.-Franco military pact was about to be consumated, Spain’s 
leading Catholic churchman denounced what he feels will be the danger 
of the American-Franco pact in creating a growing “benevolence towards 
the dangers of Protestantism in Spain” (N. Y. Times, Feb. 29). The pro- 
Franco senators (McCarran, McCarthy, etc.), whose working political 
formula is “If you ain’t for Franco and Chiang Kai-shek, you’re un- 
American”, have pooh-poohed the reports of cruel oppression of non- 
Catholics in Spain and other omens of tyranny under Franco. Yet sev- 
eral of the larger American dailies carried the angry statements of Spain’s 
Cardinal Pedro Segura who flatly denounced all attempts to promote free- 
dom of religion in Spain. American officials have exerted considerable 
pressure to persuade Franco to lift the torturous bans against the Span- 
ish Protestants in preparation for the Spanish-American military alli- 
ance. But the N. Y. Times reports from Madrid that “Because of his 
(Cardinal Segura’s) prestige and influence there is strong anti-Protestant 
feeling in Seville that has in the past burst out in physical acts of perse- 
cution. The latest of these incidents took place last Monday when a group 
of militant Catholic young men forced their way into the Protestant 
chapel of San Basilio, beat up the pastor and attempted to set fire to de- 
votional books.” 

Between The Lines has reported on the numerous past instances 
of violent oppression and suffering of the Protestants in Spain. (It is ap- 
propriate that the pronouncement has occurred at about the same time 
as the publication of a book by a leading American Catholic layman pro- 
testing the un-American attitudes and practices of the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy (“A Catholic Speaks His Mind” by Thomas Sugrue, 
Harpers, $1.). 

For years all Christians, Catholic and Protestant, suffered cruel 
persecution in Russia and behind the iron curtain. But now, after 30 
years of futile effort to destroy religion, the Communists in Russia have 
finally conceded the indestructibility of the Christian faith. The Com- 
munist officials keep a close eye on all religious movements, but as the 
Associated Press and other news agencies have frequently testified, (See N. 
Y. Times, April 30, 51), churches are crowded in Russia and there is little 
interference with religious worship at the present time. In a dispatch on a 
London Quaker group in Moscow we reported their unannounced and 
unexpected visit to a mid-week prayer service in Moscow’s leading Bap- 
tist Church where they found 1,800 in attendance (BTL, Nov. 5) No 
such gathering of Protestants would be permitted to assemble in Spain, 
yet we are making a deal with the tyrant Franco to use Spanish military 
bases alongside Spanish villages and towns where Protestants are hound- 
ed and oppressed, to preserve freedom and save democracy. What a mor- 
sel we have handed the Communist propagandists! 

VOICE FROM AMERICA: The other item is the well publicized 
account of the Russian’s capture of an American general’s diary written 
while he was an attache of our Moscow Embassy. Major Gen. Grow re- 
corded his insistent belief that the American armed forces should attack 
Russia and “the sooner the better.” His diary was filled with heated de- 
ductions about the failure of diplomacy and peace negotiations — war, in 
his opinion, being the only answer to the world’s problems. Again the 
Communist propagandists win a victory on the battlefield of world 
thought, for here they have what can be presented as indisputable evi- 
dence that the U. S. is a war monger and is preparing to attack Russia — 
to counteract the idea of Russia’s being the real menace to peace. 

We have often reported to our readers on the two conflicting 
views within our military leadership. There are the military extremists 
who are willing to foresee 20 million Americans killed and most of our 
cities destroyed, with even more devastation in Russia, in an attempt to 
carry out their “solution” for the Communist question. Such men are the 
most dangerous figures in the world today — on either side of the iron 
curtain. Then there are the other military leaders who realize that modern 
war is a total failure as a solution of any problem. Bradley, Eisenhower, 
MacArthur and others have repeatedly voiced this view. And Admiral 
Kirk, recently retired as our ambassador to Moscow, has emphasized that 
the Russian people are our allies, that they too hate the Moscow tyrant 
and that our greatest and surest method of attack is to drive a wedge be- 
tween the Communists and the great suffering peoples of Russia. This is, 
of course, the only sane and sound historical view and the one we have 
kept before our readers through the years.

of accomplishment, that the Con- 
gress should allow any local or spe- 
cial interest to divest our country 
of its rightful place in the joint de- 
velopment of the St. Lawrence 
River in the interest of all the peo- 
ple of the United States.” This is- 
sue, which has hung over Capitol 
Hill for 50 years, has consistently 
been opposed by special and sec- 
tional interests, particularly eastern 
and Gulf ports, eastern railroads 
and private electric power corpora- 
tions. The waterway would permit 
ocean liners to go from the Atlan- 
tic to the Great Lakes, lowering 
transportation costs, and would 
provide large increases in electri- 
cal power production, greatly need- 
ed for industrial New England and 
eastern Canada. 


EDUCATION IN CHINA: Re- 
ports from newsmen in China indi- 
cate that communism is precipitat- 
ing a new era in China’s education- 
al life. The Reds are casting aside 
the study of the liberal arts and are 
centering all educational effort on 
the speedy training of great masses 
of students in technical subjects. 
Within a year it will apparently be 
impossible for a young Chinese to 
aspire to a liberal arts college edu- 
cation. Agricultural studies, for in- 
stance, will no longer include soil 
analyses and soil chemistry, but will 
focus on how to operate and main- 
tain farm machinery. Not so many 
doctors are being trained, but thou- 
sands of young Chinese are being 
sent out with a smattering of med- 
ical training and instruction in pub- 
lic health to combat superstition 
and _ disease-breeding community 
conditions. The aim now in educa- 
tion is quantity and not quality. 
Many educators fear that this may 
mean the death of cultural advances 
for this generation and that many 
great Chinese institutions of learn- 
ing will deteriorate. Other educa- 
tors, while conceding that the speed- 
up may be beneficial in a short 
view, believe that the move will 
hasten the inevitable disintegration 
of communism in China where the 
people have idolized scholarship 
for 4,000 years. 

SWEDEN: Few Americans realize 
that in Sweden, where there is a 
state church, Methodists, Baptists, 
etc., have always been second- 
class citizens in spiritual matters. 
The state church held a monopoly 
on church membership and church 
rites. But under a recent Dissenter 
Law, religious freedoms have been 
considerably widened. The new law 
allows disaffiliation unconditionally. 
Religious orders may now estab- 
lish convents or monasteries. Per- 
haps the most important new right 
granted is that ministers of other 
faiths may now officiate at mar- 
riage ceremonies, without a second 
state-church wedding.
